Mt Olivet, county seat of the small- 
est county In the state, broke Into the 
caso of Miss Olivia atone, nurse, being 
tried In New York City for thte mur- 
der of Ellis Guy Klnkead, former cor- 
poration counsel of the city of Cincin- 
nati, Friday. 

Miss Stone had written threaten- 
ing letters to Klnkead while she was 
employed at Mt. Olivet as a nurse. 

Handing Mias Stone paper and pen- 
cil, Diatrlct Attorney Warbaase asked 
her to write from dictation. 

Tho letter he road, dated October 4, 
1918, at Mount Ollvot, Ky.. advised 
Klnkead that Miss Stone Intended to 
flic a suit for breach of promise and 
that ahe told her lawyer "all about 
that woman — the real cause of your 
not wanting to marry me." 

"After the suit is over," Mr. War- 
tasse read, and Miss Stone wrote. "1 
am going to telegraph my brother Guy 
to come to me at onco and you know 
what will happen to you after he sees 
me and hoars the story. 

"You will be mortified to death 
when the suit Is brought for breach ot 
promise." 

Handing her tthe letter, Mr. War 
basse asked berto compare the hand 
writing with what ahe had written 

She said It was her handwriting, but 
that she had no recollection of having 
written It, adding that thero was 
•something back of these stories 

The leetter, with several others, was 
Introduced by Mr. Warbasse yesterday 
as a aurprise after Miss Stone had 
•estlfled ahe considered herself al 
ready married to Klnkead and had de- 
nied writing him lettera demanding 
money on threat of suing him for 
breach of promts*.

GER RE-ELECTED HEAD 
OF CITY SCHOOLS 

City Board of Education at Meeting 
Held Friday Evening; Unanimously 
He-elects School Head for 
Threo-Year Term. 

The regular monthly meeting of the 
City Board of Education held at the 
High School building Friday evening 
was a very Important one as much 
Important business was transacted. 
Probably the most Important business 
transacted was the fixing of salaries 
for the various positions under the 
board and the election of a superin- 
tendent. 

The only salary increases made 
were In accordance with the salary 
schedule adopted several years ago, 
and are provided for because of the 
length of service. New teachers are 
started at $77.50 per month but aro 
Increased to the regular grade teach- 
ers' salary after the first year There 
were three such teachers, who if elect- 
ed for next year, will recelvo this In- 
crease in salary Tho colored grade 
teachers will also receive a slight In- 
crease to bring them up to tho $75 per 
month minimum as required by state 
law. 

Prof. W. J. Capllnger, who has been 
head of the Maysvllle City Schools for 
the past nine years, was unanimously 
re-elected superintendent by the board 
for a term of three years. During 
I'rof. Capllnger's tenure of office, the 
Maysvllle schools have made rapid 
strides forward and ho Is recognized 
as one of the leading school men In 
Kentucky. He Is not only President 
of the Department of Superintendence 
of the Kentucky Educational Associa 
tlon but a'so head the state organlza 
tlon of school heads in cities of the 
Third and Fourth class. 

Tho school board granted nil the 
city teachers a three-davs' leave of 
absence to attend the Kentucky Edu- 
cational Association In LoulsTille in 
the month of May and granted a half' 
holiday .'or Tuhrsdav. April 20th 
opening day for the Maysvllle club 
of the Hluegrass Baseball League

FORMER EMPEROR OF AUS- 
TRIA DIESWHILE IN EXILE 

Pneumonia Develops and Causes the 
Death of Former Ruler of Austrian 
Empire Saturday Morning. 

Funchal, Madeira, April 1. —Former 
Emperor Charles of Austria-Hungary 
died here today. 

Former Emperor Charles was taken 
IU at his home In exile on the Island 
of Dadeira slightly more than a week 
ago. He was first said to be suffering 
from a fever, but direct advices from 
Funchal on March 26 annonuced that 
his malady was bronchial pneumonia 
and later It was stated that he was 
suffering from pneumonia with cere- 
bral complications. His condition be- 
came so serious Wednesday that Ex- 
treme Unction was administered. 

There was some improvement In the 
former ruler's condition Wednesday 
night, but he failed to maintain his 
gain, and Friday he grew rapily worse 

The illness of the ex ruler aroused 
-reat sympathy among the monarch 
Ists In both Vienna and Budapest. One 
of the former court physicians start- 
ed from Vienna in the hope of reach- 
ing Funchal and attending the ex 
monarch, a subscription of several 
million crowns being raised to defray 
the expense, while in Budapest it was 
reported that Count Julius Andrassy 
had sold a famous Rembrandt for 
::00,000 francs to assist the exile.

EVERY UNION COAl MINER 
IN AMERICANS ON STRIKE 

First Great Notional Strike Became 
Effective at Midnight— 6041.00(1 
Miners Ii> the Walkout. 

Indianapolis, April L — The coal 
strike, starting last midnight, is 100 
per cent, effective, union o.'llces at 
headquarters here said today. 

Six thousand mines were tied up. 
Nearly 600,000 men were idle. 

Every one of the 500,000 United 
Mlneworkers responded, President 
John L. Lewis, said, except pumpers, 
engineers and Ilremen, who will pre- 
vent flooding of the mines. 

Thousands of non-union workers 
were reported to have joined the sus- 
pension. 

"We have tried to bring the mine 
owners Into wage conference; now 
we're going to fight." Lewis said. 

Fifteen hundred mines in the open 
shop fields were heaving coal above 
the ground feverishly to augment the 
nation's 65,000,000-ton reserve. This 
surplus and the non-union production 
will enable tho country to endure a 
strike of at least six weeks without 
feeling the pinch of a fuel shortage. 

Lewis conferred again today with 
William F.. Green, secretary-Treasurer 
of tthe union, and district union chiefs 
trying to devise some means to budge 
eastern operators from their opposi- 
tion interstatte wage negotiations.

CENTENARIAN IS 

NATIVE MAYSVIUIAN; 
CIVIL WAR VETERAN 

George Vf. Carl, Now 103 Years of 
Age, Was Born at Mays, 
vllle — Interesting 
Sketch Writtten. 

From the Washington C. H. Record- 
Republican, we take the following ex- 
cerpt from a resume of Fayette coun- 
ty from the pen of J. E. Cross, former 
editor of The Adams County Record, 
who is doing state-wide publicity 
work In connection with his legislative 
duties at Columbus: 

"Tho experience of the pioneers who 
lighted civilization's first fires and 
who hewed their homes from the pri- 
meval forests that covered the country 
have been subjects of continued inter- 
est to all students of history. 

"Such a i.loneer— George W. Carl- 
resides at Washington C. H., at tho ad- 
vanced ago of 103. Born at Maysvllle, 
Kentucky, March 22, 1819, he came 
with his parents to Aberdeen, Ohio, a 
year later, then removing to Winches- 
ter, Adams county, where he resided 
a number of years. He cast his first 
vote in 1840 in the memorable 'Tippe- 
canoe' or 'hard cider" campaign. 
'Though past forty-two years of age 
when the flames of civil war spread 
o'er the land, Mr. Carl enlisted In the 
33rd Ohio Volunteer Infantry and was 
wounded. Be'ng incapacitated for a 
time, ho then enlisted in the Seventh 
Ohio Cavalry z\ong with so many com- 
rades of Adams and Brown counties. 
He was badly injured by being thrown 
from a horse ;ind was honorably dis- 
charged. Apain he volunteered, this 
time in the Second Heavy Artillery, In 
which he served until the close of the 
war, a unique service in all branches 
of the army. Ho wes discharged with 
his regiment on the day that the body 
of Governor John Brough lay a corpse 
at Columbus. Although suffering 
from complications incident to ad- 
vanced ago, Mr. Carl's mind is as 
clear as a bell and he enjoys telling 
of his experiences."

"America's markets being the belt; 
its price* the highest and its money 
at par, this country has become the 
goal of all regenerating trade," Judge 
Marion De Vries, of the United States 
Court of Customs Appeals, says in a 
statement just issued in favor of the 
new Fordney Tariff Bill. 

"National self preservation, in that 
status, primarily demands, plenary 
defense of our markets against being 
made the dumping grounds of the 
world's products of cheap labor and 
production, augmented by extreme 
currency depreciation. 

"One needs to travel but little to be 
taught the distress and dire needs of 
our manufacturers, producers and 
laborers by the vacant shops, the 
smokeless stacks, and hopeless faces 
of our workmen, where before were 
the hum of activity and the smile of 
contentment. 

"Why? We turn to the morning 
paper. Every day is printed there the 
reason 'why. We read in one column, 
for example, that a cut of 20 per cent 
has been made in agricultural imple- 
ments, in another that four and one- 
half million of our laborers are out of 
employment, while in another column 
you read an official report to the De- 
partment of Commerce that the great 
Krupp plants of Germany, the pre- 
war output of and workmen in which 
contributed more to the world calam- 
ity and human suffering than any 
like institution in history, now em- 
ployes 99.000 men as against 81,000 
men prior to the war; that they are 
contented and reasonably paid ; that 
the daily output of agricultural and 
varied products of that institution 
is greater than in history. 

"Upon every hand we find in our 
land that to-day our goods are being 
driven from our markets, our factor- 
ies closed, our farms impoverished 
and our laborers thrown into idleness 
by the cheap productions of foreign 
countries which i are hourly being 
dumped into this country. Three 
years ago the war closed. Almost 
every great commercial nation of the 
world save the United States has put 
up the tariff barriers against this 
deluge of cheap foreign goods. Octo- 
ber 1st free trade England raised her 
duties 33 1/3% on six thousand 
articles. Previously she provided spe- 
cial duty against German goods of 
50 per cent, and a depreciated curren- 
cy provision of 75 per cent. 

"The question now whether the 
import duties levied by the United 
States shall be calculated upon for- 
eign or American valuation basis is 
perhaps the most important import 
tariff Issue seriously considered by 
the Congress since 1833. 

The existing foreign valuation 
system is without doubt the weakest

ever enacted. Thereunder, ordinarily 
to introduce foreign merchandise 
into the commerce of the United 
States, in competition with American 
productions, no single oath by the 
foreigner is required as to their value, 
or is otherwise made necessary. 

"It is absolutely impossible under 
the existing law to gain accurate in- 
formation as to foreign home market 
values. Under our existing system, 
every appraiser throughout the United 
States is presumed every morning 
that he goes to his office to have 
knowledge of the market value of 
every imported article in every 
country of the United States export- 
ing hereto. 

"No appraising officer in the United 
States is supplied by any efficient 
means of acquiring or of being sup- 
plied with this information. He has 
before him invoices only which indi- 
cate, if anything, export value alone 
in the country of exportation. This 
throws but little if any light upon 
what he is required to know, to wit, 
home market value in the country of. 
exportation. 



SCIENTISTS 0> EVOLUTION. 



Under "People's Forum" heading, 
the following appeared in Lexington 
Herald of March 16. 1922: 
Editor. Lexington Herald: 

It is refreshing to «h lovers of 
truth who believe the Bible to be the 
word of God to read the declarations 
of two of tthe greatest scientists of 
the English-speaking world today 
before two o ftbe greatest bodies of 
scientist* in Kurope and America, 
contained In the following quotations 
from their recent addresses. 

The first Is from an address before 
the American Association for the 
Advancement of Science In Its annual 
meeting at Toronto, Canada, December 
28, 1921, by Dr. William Bateson, of 
England, perhaps the moBt competent 
authority on evolution in the whole 
world- Professor Bateson was the star 
reporter at this meeting, and In his 
address before that nottable assembly 
of some two thousand of the leading 
scientists of America he said some 
very plain things. We give only brief 
quotations. The topic of the address 
was "Evolutionary Faith and Modern 
Doubts." He spoke in part as follows: 
"It is impossible for .. demists 
longer to agree with Darwin'* theory 
of the origin of species. No explana- 
tion whatever, aftor 40 years, no evi- 
dence, has beou discovered to verify 
bis genesis of species. . . . W can not 
how the differentiation of species 
came about. Variations of many kinds, 
often considerable, we daily witness, 
but no origin of species. . . . Mean- 
while, though our faith in evolution 
stands unshaken, we have no accept- 
able account of the origin of species." 

The speaker went on to explain 
that he still believed In evolution in 
some fashion or other, basing 'this 
faith in a general way on the teach- 
ings of the popular geology; but he 
did not hesitate to say that the whole 
biological aspects of the problem are 
a source of keen disappointment. If 
the current teachings of geology are 
to be trusted regarding tbe supposed 
order in which the plants and animals 
have occured on the earth, we must 
still believe us an act of faith that 
the later ones developed in some 
out of the earlier ones; but 
for the organic processes by which 
this development came about our 
sttudies of heredity and genetics do 
not afford us the faintest clue This 
was the csesnce of his argument. 

After explaining the relation be- 
tween the geology and tho biology of 
tthin question, he asked: 

"Where thon is the difficult! .... 
Dby may we not believe tthe old com- 
fort table theory in the old way. Well, 
so we inn v . Iff by belief we mean 
faith, the foundation of things hoped 
for, tho evidence of 'things not seen.' 
IB dim outline evolution Is evident 
enough. From the facts (as given to 
us by geology) It Is a conclusion 
which Inevitably follows. Hut that 
particular and eesenUon bit of the 
theory of evolution which Is concerned 
with the origin and nsture or species, 
remain. utUrly mysterious. We no 
longer feel .* w. u»e to do. that th. 



process of variation, now contempor- 
aneously occurring, is the beginning 
of a work which needs merely 'he ele- 
ment of time for Its completion: for 
even time can not complete that which 
has not yet beegun." 

The other declaration referred to 
was made before the botany section 
of thte British Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Science at Edlnburs. 
Scotland, on September B, 1921, as 
quoted In Nature, by Dr. H. D. Scott, 
and Is evident that his views are in 
harmony with Dr. Bateson's. Here is 
an extract from his address: 

"It has long been evident that all 
those Ideas of evolution in which the 
older generation of scientists grew 
up have been disturbed, or. Indeed, 
transformed, since the rediscovery of 
Mendel's work and the consentient de- 
velopment of the new science of 
genetics. . . . At present all specula- 
tion on the nature of past changes is 
in the air; for variation itself is only 
an hypothesis ,and we have to decide, 
quite arbitrarily, what kind of varia- 
tions we think may probably bare oc- 
curred in the course of descent. . . . 

"For the moment, at all events, the 
Darwinian period is past; we can rfo 
longer enjoy the comfortable assur- 
ance, which once satisfied so many of 
us, that the main problem has been 
solved— all is apraln in the melting-pot 
By now. In fact, a new generation hat 
grown up that knows not Darwin. 

"Yet evolution remains— we can no* 
get awa from It, even If we held It only 
as an act of faith, for there is no 
nlternaUve, and, after all, the evi- 
dence of paleontology is unshaked." 

This controversy on the part of the 
advocates and defenders of evolution 
has been carried on on the hypothesis 
that the Darmlnian theory of the de- 
scent of man from the lower animals 
was a proven and thoroughly estab- 
lished theory, and those who did not 
accept It were either fools or Ignoram- 
uses. Kentucky has ben held up by the 
press of the nation as a backward 
state because, forsooth, some of Its 
citizens have dared to treat Darwin- 
Ian evolution as a mooted question. In 
tho light of the above quotations, who 
are the most consistent? Is "the sub- 
stance of things hoped for, the evi- 
dence of things not seen," science? 

We have been taught that this was 
faith. Science is classified knowledge 
from which Is deduced incontestable 
truths. It is the believers In the Dar- 
winian hypothesis of the origin ot 
man who are !n the attitude of thoso 
who still contend that the earth Is a 
flat surface. I<ot them prove this hy- 
potheil. as Magellan proved tho ro- 
tundity of the enrth, before they pro- 
nounce Oonlsls a book of fables. What 
these Intelligent and godly Keentuck- 
Inns ofjeet to Is that an exploded and 
discarded theory should be toil unlit 
In our schools ns an established and 
fundamental truth, thereby weakening 
or destroying faith, In the Bible end 
revereencs for Its Author. 

There can bo no objection to the 
subject being discussed In »ny teii- 
book or lecture room us long ..

That original 
Idea of Rhodes was never carried out, 



arshlp Fund under which American 
young men are given instruction In 
Oxford University. It la doubtful if 
four years of teaching under such In 
fluencee gives the student any better 
education than he would have receiv- 
ed I our own universities, but the ef- 
fect of a course under those auspices 
is not calculated to Increase the ferv- 
or his American patriotism. The late 
Andrew Carnegie once utttered the 
following: 'I say that as sure as tho 
sun in the heaven once shone upon 
Britons and Americans united, so 
surely It Is one morning to rise, shme 
upon, and greet again the Ro-United 
States, tho British-American Inion.' 

"Lord Northcllffo does not openly 
preach the reunion of the two nations, 
hut ho urged the spread of tho nrltlah- 
Amorlcan gospel to such an extent 
(hat If his Ideas were followed out 
tl.ey would inevitably lead to the ex- 
tinction of American Independence. In 
on "American issue' of the London 
Times of July 4, 1319, this eminent 
British editor suggested tho follow- 
ing method sfor application to our 
country: 'To mobilize the press, the 
church, the staso and the clnem 
press Into aclve service ho whole edu- 
cational systems, and root the spirit 
of good will In the homes, the univers- 
ities, public and high schools, and pri 
inury schools. It should also provide 
for subsidizing the best men to write 
hooks and articles on special subjects, 
to be published In cheap editions or 
distributed ffree. Now books should 
be added particularly In tho private 
schools. Histories and textbooks 
should l>o revised — tho end In view 
being that the nubile fin tthe Inlted 
States! may subconsciously absord 
the fundamentals of a complete mu- 
tual undorsttanding.'
